Black Cat IslNot a Factor In His Life 


Superstition never played a very ■ 


important part in the life of John 
j 


Reardon, who now owns a shoe store ! 


in Second street, but who has spent j 


the greater part of his life on the L. 


E. & W. railroad. 
Mr. Reardon is a 


veteran railroad engineer, beginning 


in his boyhood, and has graduated 


in the fine arts when it comes to 


running an engine. 
The 
peculiar 


thing about his life 0 1 1 the railroad 
is the fa ct that nearly every import­ 
ant thing which happened in his ca ­ 
reer occurred either on Friday or the 
thirteenth of the month. 
That never 
bothered him in any way and he nev­ 
er gave the “ black 
cat fa bles” any 
room in his thoughtdom. 
And he 
never had but one accident— and that 
was a very minor one and not his 
fa ult in his twenty eight years on the 
road. 
Mr. Reardon started his career on 
the railroad when he was a mere boy. 
He had to get the permission of his 
parents when he started, due to the 
fa ct that he wa s so young. 
At the 
early age of seventeen years he be­ 


gan to heave the wood and coal into 
the big engine furnace and have vis­ 
ions of the time when he would be 
promoted and could sit up by the 
throttle and 
hold in his grasp 
the 
lives of many 
people 
or 
perhaps 
thousands of dollars worth og goods. 
He had visions and he wa s rewarded, 
too, for his fa ithful service. He went 
into the employee of the L. E. & W. 
railroad a s a 
fireman 
on 
Friday, 
April 13, 1881 and was then hardly 
abler to put a shovel of coal into the 
fire box . 
His career began on Friday 
the thirteenth and about every im­ 
portant thing which happened to him 
or which he did came either on Fri­ 
day or the thirteenth of the month. 
His friends told him that he would 
some day meet his death on the road ! 
because he had aways accomplished | 
things on an unlucky day. 
But he j 
ca st all such thoughts aside, but he ! 
did think it rather strange that so 
many incidents in his 
life 
should 
come on what was considered by 
many an unlucky 
day. 
He 
went 
right ahead 
and his good 
fortune 
continued, although the days of ill 
luck came bobbing up. 


Friday and the Thirteenth Day of the 
Month Played an Important Part 
During John Reardon’s 28 Years 
Career on the Railroad, But

of the month the 
unlucky

came up in another manner. The first 
engine he ever ran out of the yards 
when he wa s first promoted to the j 
rank of engineer, was 
number five. 
The first engine which he ever took

eight. 
The two numbers combined 
make thirteen and still Mr. Reardon 
went on serenely, although he had a 
very small “ hunch” that there might 
be something in that thirteen busi- 
Thirteen seemed to be the predomi- 
ness. 
He will not admit it now since 


he is sa fe and sound in business and 
through with the road forever, but 
an ordinary’ man would have given 
that thirteen a pa ssing thought even 
though he were not superstitious.- 
Mr. Reardon worked fa ithfully a s a 
fireman and was rewarded a fter a 
few years on the road by the offer of 
a promotion. 
But the offer came be­ 
fore he had graduated from the ranks 
of the minors and he was compelled 
to continue shoveling coal a s they 
would not allow a minor operate an 
engine. 
The fellow who wa s pro­ 
moted ahead of him, worked long and 
hard and the opportunity for an a d­ 


vance in position and sa la ry did not 
come until he was twenty-three years 
old. 
Then he 
took it and 
took it 
quick. 
He was made an engineer on 
the L. E. & W. railroad October 21, 
1887. 
And that was on Friday, too, 
but be went right on with his voca ­ 
tion. 
At that time railroading was in a 
rather crude sta te and the old wood 
burners were being used in the en­ 
gines on many roads. 
There were 
still several wood burners on the L. 
E. & W., very few of the coal burn­

“They sp end their winters in hunt­ 
ing and their summers 
in 
fishing. 
Furs secured, hides of 
moose 
and 
caribou are brought to the trader and 
exchanged for food and clothing, but 
seldom for 
money.

hides they also 
make 
moccasins, 
gloves, 
mittens 
and

curio 
which they trade in the same way. 
The fish caught in the summer are 
dried and used for food for them­ 
selves and their dogs during the win-

ton examination showed 5,000 school 
children afflicted with tuberculosis. 
The medical care of children is Ike 
p ublic schools is a m atter that has 
hardly received attention, although it 
seems as im p ortant as the school in­ 
struction itself. 
Sick, defective ohil- 
dren may mean sick, defective w ii 
and wTomen. 
Children may acqaive 
an education without school facilities 
but they are not likely to 
aoqaire 
health when they are suffering from 
an ailment that they may accep t as 
normal. 


It is amazing that so little atten­ 
tion has been given to health « ©oái- 
tions of p ublic school children. 
As 
the State assumes resp onsibility Jor 
the mental training of its boys and 
girls, it would seem common « mee 
that it should guard and train them 
p hysically while they are tin dev its 
care. In any event, there is no jveti- 
fication for exp osing a healthy boy nr 
girl to infection by p lacing a tuber­ 
culosis subject next to it day after 
day. And why not save the littfe one 
with incip ient tuberculosis? 
In some 
cities these children are sent to ont- 
door schools, where 
they are p ro­ 
tected by heavy, warm sitting bags, 
and are served with good, hot, nonr- 
ishing food at p rop er intervals, live­ 
ry boy or girl saved by such tre a t­ 
ment means a saving 
to the com­ 
munity. 
Every one neglected means 
a loss, a charge.

M adrid, Aug. 6.—So serious a view 
does the govern men t take of the un ­ 
rest in the Basque provin ces, con crete 
eviden ce of which is shown by tn e 
plan s for the proposed dem on stration 
at San Setr-stian , th at 25,000 troops 
will be rushed to the disturbed dis­ 
trict a t on ce. 
P rem ier C an alejas does 
n ot con ceal the belief th at the relig­ 
ious agitation is bein g used largely as 
a cloak to shield a political an d revo­ 
lution ary m ovem en t. 
He reiterated 
this view' at a m eetin g of the cabin et 
when he told his colleagues th a t he 
was determ in ed to pursue 
a stron g 
policy an d th at he was con fiden t of the 
support of a m ajority in parliam en t 
an d the people throughout the coun try . 
H e m ade a sim ilar statem en t to the 
n ew spaper men , say in g th at th e pres­ 
en t m ovem en t, which was osten sibly 
a religious on e, was m erely an attem pt 
a t a revolution ary reaction on the part 
of the con servatives an d C arlists. “W e 
are determ in ed,” said the prem ier, “to 
crush the proposed San Sebastian dem ­ 
on stration w ith all the police an d m ili­ 
tary forces n ecessary to accom plish 
the task. The required m easures have 
already been taken . 
The m ovem en t 
will be repressed w ith the utm ost en ­ 
ergy . an d severity , but w ithout cruel­ 
ty .” 
Sen or Sagasta, m in ister of th e in ­ 
terior, talked in a sim ilar strain . 
He 
added th at in addition to the political 
agitators there was a certain elem en t 
in terested in speculation on the bourse, 
the m em bers of which would stop at 
n othin g to ham m er the prices of Span ­ 
ish securities down . The m in ister was 
quoted further as say in g: 
“W e kn ow 
n ow that the clericals have bought all 
the w eapon s an d am m un ition in the 
shops at San Sebastian an d the gov­ 
ern m en t fears that it w ill be com pelled 
to use extrem ely violen t m easures to 
suppress the trouble. 
W e have suf­ 
ficien t troops, how ever, to en force or­ 
der.”
